MIXED FARMING PANACEA 
FOR ALL THE WEST’S ILLS 


Lethbridge Board of Trade 
Organizes Rural Relations 
Committee. 


(Special to the Capital) 
lethbridge, April 2.—Speaking be- 
fore the board of trade here, J. 5. Den- 
nis, assistant to the president of the 
Canadian Pacific railway and mana- 
ger of the natural depart- 
ment, urged a greater measure of co- 
operation between the city organiza- | 
tions and the farmers in their gur- 
rounding communities as the only 
basis upon which prosperity and de- 

velopment could be maintained. 

“Industries suitable to the cities of 
this country,” he said, “are those 
which use the products of the land pro- 
ductive, by placing progressive, intel- 
ligent settlers upon it and assisting 
them in every practical way the cities 
would be laying the most permanent 
and secure foundation for their future 
prosperity, Western Canada at pres- 
ent Imports large quantities of meat, 
butter and eggs from Australia and 
other distant lands all of which should 
be produced here, and in addition a 
large surplus for export. Wherever 
possible these surpluses could be sent 
out in the shape of manufactured 
articles, which result in industries and 
commerce which would be the surest 
and most natural ‘means of developing 
of the agricultural communities sur- 
rounding them, This fact has al- 
ready been grasped by some boards, 
notably at North Battleford, where the 
business men are more Interested in 
encouraging farmers to settle in the 
istrict, raise Hye stock and go in ofr 
dairying than in canvassing for in- 
district raise Hve stock and go In for 
tain there that this policy will result 
in building up the city on a perman- 
ent and substantial basis impossible 
by any other means.” 

Three hundred men representing all 
the leading businesses of this city were 
present and Hstened attentively to Mr.

All possti- 
billty of bringing the debate to a-con- 
clusion was abandoned early in tha 
afternoon, but the end will come some 
time tonight or in the early hours of 
Friday morning, when Premier Bor- 
den and Sir Wilfrid) Laurter will 
speak, 

The only ministerlallst heard from 
today was George W. F. Fowler of 
Kings-Albeft, N. B,, who aroused the 
conservatives to enthusiasm by a 
fighting speech irf which he declared 
Gutelius- 
Staunton report was justified by the 
evidence brought down with It. He 
maintained that the construction of 
the N. T, R. was the worst case of in- 
competence and extravagance In con- 
nection with great public undertakings 
ever seen In Canada, and that for it 
the liberal party was entirely respon- 
sible. 

E. M. MacDonald, Pictou, and lL. J. 
Gauthier, St. Hyacinthe, two @f the 
best opposition debaters, aroused the 
enthusiasm of the liberals. Mr. Mac- 
Donald said that for the past two and 
a half years everything In connection 
with the construction of this road had 
been In the hands of the government. 
A commission had been named to con- 
demn the enterprize and make charges, 
but the government had not taken any 
action upon its report. Mr. Gauthier 
said that the changing of the grades 
was an Injustice to Quebec, Ontario 
and the maritime provinces as these 
provinces would be hurt by any de- 
crease in the efficiency of the road.

The Ruthenian school agitators are 
still at it. Recently a protest was 
entered, aigned by -a number of 
Ruthenians in Edmonton, and for- 
warded to Hon. Chas, Stewart, acting 
premier, protesting against the actions 
of Hon, J. R. Boyle, minister of educa- 
tion, in that they were not permitted 
to employ In their schools teackers who 
spoke the Ruthenlan language, whether 
qualified or not. They also objected to 
the newspapers haying translated into 
the English language the attacks made 
by the conseryative journal “Nowyny," 
printed in the Ruthenian language in 
Edmonton, They evidently considered 
that It was good stuff for distribution 
among Ruthenians, but not so good for 
English people. They also had a pro- 
test because of the fact that the print- 
ing company called the “Russian Votce" 
had printed the school ordinance tn the 
anguage of the Ruthenian people, 
which is a dialect of Russian. 
pears that there are two systems of 
spelling in vogue among. these people; 
one is a phonetic system and the other 
the etymological system. The press 
which printed the school ordinance 
spells etymologically; the “News” 
spells phonetically; hence the trouble. 
However, as all the people who speak 
this language and can read and write 
are able to read and understand the 
ordinance as printed, it will serve their 
purpose as information to these people.

THE NATIONAL CRIME OF THE 
TRANSCONTINENTAL SLANDER, 

The government is now on the defensive in regard to the 
Gutelius-Lynch-Staunton report on the National Transcont 
nental railway. On the government now rests the responsi- 
bility of justifying the appointment of its partisan investi 
gators, of endorsing the misstatements and libels of that report 
on the liberal party, on the people of Canada and on a greal 
national undertaking, and of remedying as far as possible the 
grave injury which has been done to the credit of Canada, 
io the credit of the Grand Trunk Pacific railway, and to the 


of Canada, in building the finest transcontinental railway on 


the east and west and of developing Canada’s national porti 
on the Atlantic. ; 

That is now the situation in the commons as a result ol 
Hon. George P, Graham’s complete and exhaustive analysis 
of the Gutelius-Lynch-Staunton report on Tuesday and Wed: 
nesday last in the house. When he concluded his seven hour 
summing-up of the whole situation with an appeal to the 
premier and to his colleagues to rise above mere matters of 
party politics and serve the interests of the people of Canada 
rather than party or privAte interests, everyone who had heard 
him realized that it was not the liberal party that was on the 
defensive, but the men who had inspired the attack. 

Mr. Graham showed the deliberate disregard of facts, ol 
law, of common sense and of national or judicial considera: 
tions which marked almost every paragraph of the report. 

There was disregard of facts in the statements as to,over- 
classification, the sub-letting of contracts, the interpretation 
of evidence and the actual figures as to the alleged ‘‘waste” 
in construction, 

There was disregard of law in the statements as to the 
construction of the Transcona shops ‘without. authority in 
law”; for the minister of justice himself, to say nothing of 
many other high legal authorities, were on record against the 
opinion of Mr, Lynch-Staunton, 

Moreover, there was deliberate suppression of a report 
from the government’s own experts declaring that the Trans- 
cona shops were well planned, necessary to the road and 
economically constructed. Here at one blow disappeared 
some four or five millions of the alleged “waste” of forty 
millions, 

There was disregard of common sense in the charge that 
the sub-letting of contracts meant waste of public money; for 
no great undertaking was ever carried through without sub- 
letting, and the government itself has recognized the silliness 
of the commissioner's contentions, since the process of sub- 
letting of large contragts is now being endorsed every day by 
the government in its railway enterprises and in all great 
public works. ; 

There was disregard of national considerations in the 
attempt to prove that the road should never have been con- 
structed al all; that the standard of construction was too high 


and that it would always be a burden rather than an asset to! 


the people of Canada. The attempt of the commissioners to 
damn the whole undertaking, said Mr. Graham, was nothing 
short of a crime. Its far-reaching consequence not only ta 
the Grand Trunk Pacific but to the general financial interests 
of the country were emphasized in all their seriousness. 
Already the effect had been to discredit Canadian undertakings 
in Great Britain at a time of serious financial stringency in 
Canada. One direct result had been to seriously jeopardize 
Grand Trunk financing, 

The official documents on file in the National Transcon- 
tinental commission office, prepared by the best railway ex- 
perts available, show that the capital cost of the line from 
Moncton to Prince Rupert is less than that of the main line 
of the C. P. R. The people of Canada have contributed more 
to the C. P. R. than they have contributed to the new road. 
In the latter line they have a vested interest from which they 
will get direct dividends and they have a road of a higher 
standard of construction. Even allowing outside figures of 
cost and inside estimates of revenue for the new line, the 
official estimates indicate that the road will pay interest on 


the cost of construction and leave a good margin of profit | 


in addition to the Grand Trunk Pacific. «As compared with 
this, there is the governments effort to lower the standard of 


consiruction on the whole line between Moncton and Winni-|portions of the city as s 


peg. Mr. Graham noted that formal protest had been entered | 
by the Grand Trunk Pacific against this de-grading, and that 
Warning had been given that the company would not take 
over the road unless the bargain made by parliament and twice | 
endorsed by the people was adhered to.

SUGGESTS PRACTICAL 
SCHEME FOR NAMING 
OF STREETS OF CITY 


To the Editor of the Capital: 

Sir,—I have been taking considerable 
interest in the re-naming and number- 
ing of the streets of the city and have a 
plan which 1 consider much more sim- 
ple and practical than either of those 
now before the public. I realize it is 
too late to submit it to the people on 
April 6, but if brought before them 
now and they think it best, the other 
two may be turned down and this one 
jadopted later on, Being simple and 
practical, capable of being extended in- 
definitely in all directions, indicating 
at once the location of any place re- 
quired and at the same time keeping 
the small numbers in the center of the 
city and applying the same system to 
naming all the streets of the city, ex- 
cept in one small portion, I consider It 
a much better plan than either of the 
others. Reference to the map of the 
city will, I think, bear me out in this, 

The plan is as follows: Owing. to 
difficulties apparent to all who have 
Studied the situation, it is impossible to 
continue the stfeets and avenues across 
the river, so it Is necessary to deal with 
each side separatsy, so name the por- 
tion of the city south of the river, Ed- 
monton south, the remainder Edmon- 
ton, 

On the south side beginning with 
Whyte avenue retain that name or First 
avenue and name the avenues north the 
odd Nos, 3rd, 5th, 7th ete, those south 
the even Nos, 2nd, 4th, 6th, ete, Apply 
the same names to the streets, Main 
being Main or First street and those 
west of Main the odd Nos,, those east 
the even. If thought, best, this order 
might be reversed as the eyen Nos. on 
the houses are on the west and north 
sides of the street, It would be necs- 
sary to name a few of the avenues or 
streets, which do not run in the same 
general direction as the others, for 
instance University avenue, 

On the north side of the river the 
plan is more complicated owing to that 
portion of the city lying between First 
street and Tho Highlands and between 
the river, Norwood Boulevard, the G.T, 
DP, and C.N.R. tracks and Alberta aye- 
j nue, Leaving out this portion, except 
jthe small part of it south of Jaspe1 
and west of Queens or McDougall aye- 
nue, which can be Included in the gen- 
eral plan, apply exactly the same rule 
as on the south side, using Jasper ave- 
nue and First street as the main or 
central streets, 

In the portion o1aitted name the ave- 
nues in alphabetic order beginning at 
the river, and the streets in alphabetic 
order beginning at First street, using 
any appropriate names, If there are 
avenues or streets in this district which 
do not run through, give them names 
beginning with the same letter of the 
alphabet as the preceding through avye- 
nue or street, using as well the letters 
A, B, or C, as the case requires, to dis- 
tinguish them, 

in the main part of the plan should 
| there be an avenue or street which does 
jnot run through name it the same as 
jthe preceding through avenue or street, 
adding A, B, or C to distinguish it 


Some streets such as Stoney Plain 
jroad, St. Albert trail, Fort Saskatche- 
wan trail, ete, not having the same 


general direction as either avenues or 
streets, must of necessity be given some 
appropriate name. I would suggest 
calling them boulevards, drives or 
some such names to distinguish them 
from the regular streets. 

or the house numbering begin with 
160, about 100 to each block and have 
Whyte and Main, Jasper and iFrst and 
the river and First in the respective 
rting points. 
This would necessitate the use of the 
words north, south, east and west, but 
would always give the exact location 
of any place. For example the First 
two figures to the right indicate its 
position in the block, and the remaining 
figure or figures doubled, its position 
on the avenue or street, as it immedi- 
ately precedes the number, thus obtain- 
ed in the even district, or the follow 
ing odd number in the odd district. For 
instance 748 would precede 14th street 
or avenue in the even district and 16th 
street or avenue in the odd district and 
2722 would precede 54th street or ave- 
nue in the even district and 55th street 
or avenue In the odd district. 

There are trifling difficulties which 
ltime and space will not allow me to 
fully explain here, but all such can be 
jeasily and satisfactorily overcome. 
| Trusting that the best scheme wil! 
jappeal to the majority of the people | 
fn in tirne be adopted, and thanking 


you for jhe space in the paper and the 
opportunity of placing this before the

Archbishop Francesco Pellegrino 
Stagni, the distinguished Catholic 
churchman and apostolic delegate to 
Canada and Newfoundland, was born 
at Budrio, Italy, 55 years ago today, 
April 2, 1859. From his early youth 
he was destined for the service of the 
church, and at 15 he took the robe of 
a member of the Order of the Ser- 
vites of Mary. At 16 he went to Lon- 
don, where for ‘a decade he continued 
to fit himself for a clerical career, but 
he returned to Rome to complete his 
theological education. After his or- 
dination to the priesthood he was 
placed at the head of a populous paris 
of the Servite Fathers in London, His 
zeal and learning attracted the atten- 
tion ef the church authorities at Rome, 
and in 1893 he was recalled to the 
Eternal City to assume the post of 
professor of Philosopny at the Propa- 
ganda. A few years later the Servites 
of Many chose him as their Superior-

General, and in that capacity ho ac- | 


complished much toward developing 
the order, His elevation to the met- 
ropolitan see of Aquilla came in 1907 
from the hands of Pope Pius X. The 
latter part of 1910 witness Archbishop 
Stagni’s appointment as apostolic de- 
legate to Canada and Newfoundland, 
and in that capacity the gifted church- 
man soon endeared himself to the 
Catholics of British America and won 
the respect of Canadians of all faiths. 


U. S. Mint 


The first United States mint was 
established in Philadelphia under the 
provisions of an act of congress passed 
122 years ago today, April 2, 1792. The 
Quaker City was then the seat of gov- 
ernment, and the money-making plant 
was naturally located there. Work on 
the buildings commenced shortly after 
the authorization of the law-makers, 
and the cornerstone was laid on the 
last of July. The structures, located 
at 387 and 39 North Seventh street, 
were the first public buildings author- 
{zed by the federal government in the 
United States. David Rittenhouse, dis- 
tinguished as a scientist and astron- 
omer, was the first director. The 
first coining presses, three jn number, 
were brought over from Europe, and 
in October, 1792, they began grind- 
ing out coins.

TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 


Centenary of Bigelow, 
Inventor of Suspenders. 


Today is the centenary of the birth 
of a great benefactor of mascline hum- 
anity, Erastus Brigham Bigelow, who 
invented tha modern elastic webbing 
suspenders and the loom for weaving 
the webbing. More than half a hun- 
dred useful inventions stand to the 
credit of this Massachusetts genius, 
but his ‘elastic braces for trousers’ was 
his supreme achievement. Braces were 
in use, of course, before Bigelow turn- 
ed his attention to the problem of 
keeping upper and nether garments in 
close juxtaposition, but those early 
types of the “gallus” were constructed 
on unyielding cloth, and ill suited to 
withstand the strain imposed by the 
movements of tlf™ body, Buttons came 
off with alarming frequency, and catas- 
trophe was always impending. Gentle- 
men always carried nails in their 
pockets, to be used in emergency as 
@ substitute for buttons, and ven such 
provision did not always prevent cal- 
amity and the unwelcome attention of 
press, public and police. Then came 
Bigelow with his suspenders of elastic 
webbing, and male humanity rose up 
and called him blessed. 

Bigelow was born on April! 2, 1814, 
at West Boyleston, Mass. He was what 
we now calla “child slave” in the cot- 
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ton mills. As a lad he invented a hand 
loom for piping cord, and he had not 
yet attained his majority when he per- 
fected his loom for weaving suspender 
webbings, His inventions at this period, 
valuable as they were, did not yield 
pause in the way of profit, and he de- 
cided on a mercantile career, He enter- 
led the employment of the Boston dry 
‘goods furm of S. F, Morse & company, 
jand at the same time studied  steno- 
‘graphy, and published a book entitled

came known as Clintonyille, and after 
ward as Clinton, His manufacturing 
industry made him wealthy, but he con- 
tinued to invent new processes and 
machines, and in all patented more 
than 50 inventions, He died in Bos’on 
in 1879.
